the race came or where it went— 
whether 
it 
was exterminated 
by 
hostile tribes, migrated 
into 
the 
mountains of Coahuila. Mexico,

information 
on the life and habits of these peo­ 
ple have been found in the pro­ 
posed Big Ben park area

Only Surface Scratched 


The national park service, it was 
learned, does not contemplate such 
extensive work until after the park 
has been established. Present work I 
| in the area has been confined to 
| surface 
collection 
of

points, stone handaxas and 
other 
artifacts, and to exploration of some t 
of the caves in the Big Bend area t 
In a report on preliminary work 
in the area. Reed said there were
